wants the permit to kill game. 
If a 
man has a mole on his nose he must 
let this fact be known in his liceense. 
The license sells for a dollar, and 
no m atter if you are a 
large land 
owner or just a tenant on a farm, the 
law says that you shall always have 
this license in your pocket when you 
go into the field with a dog and gun. 


Again, you are liable for trespass if 


you hunt on another man’s farm. 


Games is said to be abundant this 


year, but this is likely not to be any 


great allurement to the hunter.

TO THE BOWERY 


Senator Sullivan’s Denial of 


White Slave Traffic Charges. 


DEFENDS VIRTUE OF WOMEN.

Former Cong ressman Timothy D. 
Sullivan of New York, now state sena­ 
tor, who is known in his Bowery dis­ 
trict as “Big Tim,” stood before an 
enthusiastic crowd of his constituents 
in Miner's Bowery theater the other 
nig ht and, with tears running down his 
big 
face 
at 
times, 
answered 
the 
charg es that were made in New Y’ork’s 
recent may oralty camp aig n ag ainst the 
methods of the Sullivan clan, of which 
he is the leader, and. with his voice 
shaking with emotion, denied that he 
ev er had knowledg e of. much less 
countenanced, such a thing as is known 
as the white slav e traffic. 
He said: 
“The trouble with the reformers is 
that they don't know our traditions 
down here. That's why they think be­ 
cause I'v e g ot a little money there 
must be something wrong , that 1 must 
be g etting money in some crooked way 
or I wouldn’t stay here. 
I’ll tell y ou 
why I stay here. 
“I was boru in p ov erty , one of six 
children, four boy s and two g irls. The 
boy s used to sleep in a three-quarters 
bed, not big enoug h for two, and the 
g irls in a shakedown on the floor. 
Some nig hts there was enoug h to eat 
and some nig hts there wasn’t.

our old mother used to sing to us at 
nig ht, and may be it would be nex t day 
before we would think that she had 
been siug ing . but that she had g one to 
bed without any thing to eat. 


T hieves From Necessity. 
“That’s the kind of p eop le we come 
from, and that is the kind of mothers 
that bore us down here. 
If we can 
help some boy or some father to an­ 
other chance we are g oing to g iv e it 
to them. The thiev es we hav e down 
here ain’t thiev es from choice. They 
are thiev es from necessity , and neces 
6 ity don’t know any law. 
They steal 
because they need a doctor for some 
dy ing one or they steal because there 
ain’t any bread in the house for the 
children. 
“There’s something here written by 
a g entleman named Turner. lie's not 
so bad, even if he has been writing 
horrible stuff, but I can’t say as much 
for the p eop le who hav e been p ay ing 
him. 
I'v e been looking Turner up . 
He’s g ot three children and a wife, 
and they mig ht hav e been starv ing , 
and a man who has children starv ing 
will do any thing . 


“Now we come to the last of all— 
the white slav e talk. 
My God! They 
hav e p ut me in between thiev es, and 
I’m not the first man who has been 
p illoried between thiev es! 
I’ve been 
liv ing here all my life, and 1 nev er j 
knew a man eng ag ed in this business, 
and I won’t stand for this. 
1 am not | 
g oing to say any thing , but this man 
Turner had better keep out of this j 
district. 
Adv ises Mr. W hitm an. 
“I’ve nev er p rofessed to be more 
than the av erag e man. 
I don’t want 
y ou to think I’m v ery g ood, for I'v e 
done a lot of wrong thing s. 
I'm just | 
an av erag e man, but I’ve told y ou of 
that old mother of mine, what she did 
for me, and 1 want to say here before 
y ou all that there is no man on earth 
who believes in the v irtue of women 
more than 1 do. 
“Whitman say s he believes in these 
thing s, and he say s that when he is 
elected district attorney he is g oing to 
start an office on the east side. 
lie 
don’t hav e to do that. 
He’d better 
start one up by the Union Leag ue club 
and g et after the p eop le who’s try ing 
to form blind p ools and who meet 
there to shov e up the p rice of meat a 
cent or two a p ound. 


H o w He Began to Give A w a y Shoes. 
“We do enoug h bad thing s, and 
when we do g ood thing s they hadn’t 
oug ht to be distorted so they will 
seem bad. 
Fourteen y ears ag o 1 be­ 
g an g iv ing Christmas dinners and 
shoes away to the p oor. Some one has 
said the Sulliv ans g ive the p eop le a 
little turkey and a p air of shoes and 
rob them the rest of the y ear. 
As 
I’m the Sullivan that does this they 
must mean me, and I’m g oiug to tell 
y ou how I g ot that idea of g iv ing 
away shoes. 
“It was way back in 1873, and a boy 
named Sullivan was g oing to the Elm 
street school, and there was a Miss 
Murp hy who was a teacher. 
This 
boy had an old p air of shoes, and one 
day she asked the boy to stay after 
school.

Yale Statistician Gives T h at Figure as 


W orth of Lives to the N atio n— P r u s ­ 


sia Far Ahead of U s In the M atter 


of Conserving Life. 


Huniau life is increasing in leng th 
at a v ery rap id rate, but the sp an will 
hav e to g o on increasing for a long 
time before It becomes eveu normal, 
for the human being oug ht to live to 
about 150 y ears if he did himself jus­ 
tice, say s Professor Irv ing Fisher of 
Yale in a remarkable study which has 
just been issued by the national con­ 
serv ation commission. 
The commis- 
slou believes that the g reatest asset of 
society is human life. 
Professor Fisher in a book of 129 
p ag es say s that after most careful 
study of v itality and health statistics 
he concludes that about 350 y ears ag o 
the av erag e sp an of life beg an to in­ 
crease, and it has been g aining ev er 
since. 
At the end of the sev enteenth 
century the av erag e life was about 
four y ears long er than at its beg in­ 
ning . 
At the end of the eig hteenth 
another four y ears had been added to 
the av erag e. 
Then came the nine­ 
teenth with its g reat strides in science 
lu all dep artments. 
In the first three- 
quarters of that century the av erag e 
leng th of life increased at the rate of 
about nine y ears to the century . 


P ru ssia Far Ahead of Us. 
But in the last g eneration the in­ 
crease has been faster than ev er be­ 
fore. 
In Massachusetts the av erag e 
leng th of human life is now increasing 
at the rate of about fourteen y ears 
p er century . Yet Massachusetts is not 
making so g ood a record as is p resent­ 
ed for Europ e, as a whole, where the 
p resent increase is at the rate of sev ­ 
enteen y ears in a century . Prussia, the 
land of g reatest adv ance iu medical, 
surg ical and hy g ienic science, is in­ 
creasing its av erag e long evity at the 
rate of twenty -sev en y ears p er ceu 
tury . 
Professor Fisher quotes the result of 
Metchuikoff’s inv estig ations to sustain 
the contention that a normal ag e for 
men should be about 150 y ears. Metcb- 
nikoff found that mammals g enerally 
lived about five times the p eriod de­ 
voted to g rowing . The one ex cep tion 
is man. The g rowing p eriod of man is 
about thirty y ears. 
Therefore if he 
should leng then his life up to the av er­ 
ag e of other mammals it would be 
about 150 y ears. Professor Fisher does 
not think that 150 y ears will be by any 
means an imp ossible attainment when 
the unex p lored p ossibilities of science, 


sanitation and social betterment are 
develop ed. 


Century and H a lf Not Impossible. 
The p resent av erag e ag e at wbieh 
p eop le die of old ag e after hav ing been 
fortunate enoug h to dodg e automo­ 
biles. dip htheria, tuberculosis, hung er 
and the other causes of death is stat­ 
ed as eig hty -three y ears. 
The economic v alue of human life 
and the adv antag e to the social whole 
in increasing its leng th aFe discussed 
most entertaining ly by Professor Fish­ 
er. 
He p oints out that the sustaining 
of y outh and old ag e is a tremendous 
onus on the p roducing cap acity of so- 
i ciety . 
As civ ilization becomes more 
j comp lex a long er p eriod must L>e g iv- 
I en to p rep aration for the real work, 
consequently there is need for a com- 
| p ensating leng th of the p eriod within 
which the indiv idual, hav ing thus been 
p rep ared at the social ex p ense, may 
work for society in order to rep ay its 
inv estment in him. 
Professor Fisher summarizes the v a­ 
rious statistical estimates that hav e 
been made of the economic v alue of a 
human life. 
The American nation is 
credited with the ownership of $107,- 
000,000,000 worth of p rop erty , but Pro­ 
fessor Fisher reaches the conclusion 
that the human being s are economical­ 
ly worth somewhat more than $250,- 
000,000,000 more in addition to this. 


H o w a Life G row s In Value. 
In the first y ear of ex istence the 
economic v alue of a life is only $9 0, 
because the infant life involves the 
g reat burden of the long p rep aration 
for a p eriod of p roducing usefulness. 
From this y ear on the av erag e v alue 
of a life increases until it reaches its 
max imum at thirty y ears, when it is 
$4,200 for the av erag e American life. 
At that ag e the p eriod of p rep aration 
is p ast, the time 
g reatest p roducing 
cap acity is fairly being entered, and 
the ex p ectation of life is larg e. 
Ev ery immig rant coming into this 
country Is worth $875, say s Professor 
Fisher. 
That is the minimum fig ure, 
rep resenting the labor value. The ar­ 
riv al of 1,000,000 immig rants adds to 
the wealth of the nation $875,000,000.
